(1) . Applicants' Request-for-Continued Examination (RCEX). Remarks filed on November 
20, 2006 have been received. 

The rejections of claims 1-13 in prior Office Action dated May 19, 2006 is sustained. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103
